You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Plaistow on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, 
at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) for the 
supervision and maintenance of a summer recreational pro- 
gram, the same to be administered by the officers of the 
Plaistow Parent Teachers Association.

From February 1, 1944 to December 31, 1944 


During the past year the Library suffered a major loss, 
by the death of our Librarian Mrs. Flora M.. Kelly, who 
died on April 2nd, 1944. Mrs. Kelly was a Trustee of the. 
Library during the years 1930 and 19381. She was appointed 
Librarian on September Ist, 1931 and served continuously 
until her death.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report as . 
Superintendent of Schools. This report deals with the 
Plaistow Schools for the school year July 1, 1943 to June 30, 
1944. The School Nurse .and the Supervisor of Music have 
~ given me brief reports of their work; which I transmit here- 
with, with the hope that they will be carefully read by many 

others besides the School Board. 


As in the past, Iam presenting. much information about 
our schools in the form of statistics which, if carefully read 
in conjunction with other information furnished by the 
District Treasurer, and by the School Board in their reports, 
will give a clear picture of the size, cost, and many other 
details of the schools. 

We have been fortunate in these times of teacher short- 
age to have such an excellent teaching force as we now have. 
Vacancies in the future will be difficult to fill, since almost 
no men and a greatly reduced number of women are being 
prepared for teaching at teacher’s colleges. We, as citizens, 
owe our. gratitude to the teachers who have remained loyal 
' to their profession of teaching. These teachers are protect- 
ing our social structure from danger. What our civilization 
will be tomorrow, depends in large measure upon giving the 
right kind of training to the children of today. 

From the viewpoint of administration, the classroom 
teacher becomes a most vital cog in the wheels of education. 
Anything which obtains, keeps and gives consideration to a 
good teaching staff is money, time, and effort spent to the 
best advantage. The pupils, and through them, the parents 
and society itself are the direct as well as the ultimate 
gainers. The taxpayers of Plaistow have wisely provided the 
increases in salaries recommended in the past and I hope 
the proposals of this year will likewise be adopted. 
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The enrollment last year, as will be seen by the table 
at the end of the report was 237 as compared with 213 the 
year before. The school attendance averaged 92.57 percent 
of the membership as compared with the state average of 
93.12 percent. 

Eighteen boys and girls completed the work of the © 
eighth grade last June. All but one of these have entered 
a high school this year. 

Teachers and pupils have co-operated in a commend- | 
able manner to meet the increased demands of war and have 
aimed to prepare the students for the peace which will fol- | 
low. Demands for assistance in the war effort have been 
efficiently and cheerfully met. The school took part in 
the national drive to collect milkweed pods. The children 
gathered 69 bags of pods, the floss of which is to be used 
in the manufacture of life preservers to replace the usual 
kapok which can no longer be obtained from the South 
Pacific. Last spring a scrap paper drive resulted in the 
collection of about 3100 pounds of waste paper. 


The sale of Victory stamps is still being participated 
in with enthusiasm. The sales totaled $1,780.00 for the 
school year 1943-1944. This year the sales from: September 
to January first have been $428.30. 


Many. children are taking advantage of the opportunity 
to buy milk with an average of 725 bottles being used each 
week. 

Our thanks are again due to the Parent Teacher Asso- 
ciation for their continued interest in the welfare of pupils 
and teachers. It is through such co-operation of school and 
home that we have a will to Bien our children the best 
education we can afford. 


For the second year public funds made possible the 
continuation of the summer playground project, under the 
sponsorship of the P.T.A. A second supervisor to work with 
the younger children was a great addition. I wish that 
the children of all towns might have the benefits of the 
training and direction in the use of leisure time that was 
so evident. 

Sometime during the year and preferably about the 
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middle, it is necessary to check the progress made by the 
different grades. That can most accurately be done by using 
standard tests to measure our accomplishment. Such a 
testing program is used each year in grades one to eight 
inclusive and helps us to know more definitely the progress 
made. The results of these tests can be of great assistance 
as we attempt to meet the needs of every child. 

Since the business of education is the most important 
single undertaking of any community, it is highly desir- 
able that pupils get the most out of the public investment 
in their future. Loss of school time causes corresponding 
loss to the individual because make-up work is seldom as 
valuable as work done in class and in the regular 
course of events. We ought not to allow unnecessary 
absence to rob a child of his full educational opportunity. 
Furthermore both absence and tardiness strongly shape 
a pupils attitude toward his school. They also are 
a powerful influence in forming habits that will be 
‘carried into adult life. , Mrs. Soule, School Nurse, 
has been very active in investigating problems of illness. 
The cases of voluntary truancy have been promptly invest- 
igated by Truant Officer Earle Buzzell. 

The improved lighting program, started several years 
ago, was completed this summer. Five globes and strong 
light bulbs were installed in each of the four lower grades. 
That means that each room can have adequate light under 
all conditions. 

America faces a crisis today. The crisis presents two’ 
paramount issues: how to win the war most quickly and 
effectively and how to reconstruct and adjust American life 
during the post war period. 

Within the second of these issues the problem of edu- 
cation is unquestionably of great importance. The place 
_ given to education in the post war period will determine the 
roll of America for some time to come. Educational oppor- 
tunity, vocational efficiency, effective citizenship, worthy 
home and community participation, and individual health 
and happiness—these can be reached only through a pro- 
gram of education that is modern in method, efficient in 
organization, adequate in finance, and forward looking in 
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purpose. America has made great progress along these 
lines, but much still needs to be done. Each community has 
an important part to play. 


In conclusion I wish to “express my appreciation for 
the fine co-operation and support of the school board, towns- 
people, parents, teachers and pupils during the year.
